Under chairmanship of Graham 
G. Adams, a speakers’ bureau will

While there 
are some old residences on these lots which are still occupied as 
homes it is doubtful that the time will be far distant when new build- 
ings for business will replace them.

The Worthy Citizen 


Naturally the function of a newspaper is intended to be the dis- 
semination of news,—a record of recent events, opinions and reports 
of significance. All news publications have this object in view, yet 
no one of them can satisfy the public’s private opinions as to WHAT 
events, WHOSE opinions and WHICH reports are significant, since 
human thought is as diverse as it is persistent. 


It then becomes the responsibility of each paper to decide what 
shall be printed and what discarded. This is no simple task even if 
the publisher were minus both opinions and interests of his own, 
having in view the single object of satisfying his readers,—with their 
“high” tastes or “low” tastes, as he may consider them. 

But the majority of publishers are dedicated to definite policies 
and politics which not only color their editorial columns but tend to 
influence the character of their news items and their ads. This is what 
gives each paper its “tone,” its personality, which one either approves 
or disapproves. In this allegience or dislike there seems no middle 
ground. One seldom hears a luke-warm expression about one’s af- 
fection for a newspaper: it is either an emphatic, “I like the News” 
or “I don’t like the Herald.” 

In a sense a similar reaction is THOUGHT (not spoken) about 
each person that one meets,—an instinctive interest in or indifference 
to the characteristics which are observed on first contact. These 
first impressions may persist or they may change as one becomes 
better acquainted with the individual, yet no one can escape the 
fact that he is always in focus for the ever-present eye of his fellow 
man. 

Does a sensible person then keep himself-busy trying to please 
each one that he meets,—to make a pretty picture for the retina of 
every other mind? Of course not. He walks his honest way, intent 
on the private and public pursuits that are his interests as a citizen 
of the world. A citizen of the world is a citizen of some country, 
some state, some county and town, and no man can be an honest citi- 


zen of the earth who is not first a good citizen of his immediate com- 
munity. 

What does a good citizen stand for? He champions law, 
progress and enlightenment, as he sees them. 

A worthy newspaper is also a “good citizen” of its community, It 
must fearlessly step out in its town as the advocate of moral measures, 
of advancing education, of clean politics and clean streets, of im- 


order, 


proved business possibilities and the rights of all individuals and 
groups to be given opportunity for better living, 


Advance Payment 


Although the subscription price for the Recorder is but $2.00 a year, 
the inquiry frequently comes up at the counter as to w hy this sum 
should be paid in advance. This is a perfectly natural question, not 
related to the modest price of the paper. 

Daily newspapers are delivered largely by carrier and the collection 
for each month's circulation is made at the end of the month, this 
responsibility falling on the men or boys who make the deliveries. 
Daily papers do require advance payment (at least for one month) 
on most of their copies sent out through the mails. 

Weekly and monthly publications, whether of the magazine or news- 
paper type, could not afford the mass of detailed office work if pay- 
ments were made on a monthly basis, and so they have a set yearly 
subscription rate which gives advantage to the customer, This is 
easily understood, the question only remaining as to why the mailed 
subscriptions must be pre-paid. Of course one answer is that it 
might be difficult to collect by mail at the end of a year when one’s 
subscribers are constantly moving around, but the real reason is 
found in one of our innumerable and complex postal regulations, and 
it has sound sense. 

A “legitimate subscriber” (to any mailed publication) is one who has 
paid, or has made bona fide promise to pay, for the magazine, books, 
circular or paper that he receives. When a large number of copies 
of any given publication is mailed without being paid for in advance, 
the question easily arises as to whether these copies were not being 
primarily distributed as advertising matter, on a free mailing list. 
And this would alter the postal mailing rate for the publication. 

It is therefore not lack of faith in our fellow man, but the need to 
comply with Uncle Sam’s regulations which causes the Recorder to 
request its subscription fee be paid in advance,
